A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



3. Claims 1, 4,5, 9,14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Strobl (U. S. Patent no. 5,360,274). 

See figure 1 spherical shaped bearing 1, first member (holding plate) 19, second 
member (end plate) 7, 

4. Claims 1, 4-6, 9,14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Winkelmann (U. S. Patent no. 3,770,990). 

See figures 1-5 spherical shaped bearing 57, first member (holding plate) 48, second 
member (end plate) 48, cylindrical shaped yoke 12, rotor 14, magnets unnumbered 
around the rotor,

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2,3,7,8 and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Strobl in view of Rose (U. S. Patent no. 3,239,287). 

Strobl is relied upon as above. Strobl does not disclose the use of an aperture and a 
projection which is plastically deformed to connect both plates. Rose teaches use of an 
aperture and a projection which is plastically deformed to connect both plates (see 
figure 1 and 2 aperture 48 projection 42). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use an aperture and a projection 
which is plastically deformed to connect both plates as taught by Rose in the bearing 
setup of Strobl in order to allow for easy connection of the plates rather than relying on 
welding or adhesive processes which require multiple steps (such as curing with an light 
source or applying a load). 
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Response to Arguments 



7. Applicant's arguments filed 8/6/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Strobl and Winkelmann do not meet the limitation of 
holding surfaces tapered axially to expand straight. The applicant explains that these 
holding surfaces have a line contact with the bearing. The applicant further argues that 
the reference has a "tip" portion that is formed along the spherical surface. The 
examiner has the position that this "tip" portion meets the limitation of the claim. The 
"tip" (which is the holding surface of the reference) has a line contact with the bearing. 
Applicant argues that this is a "surface contact". The examiner can not see the 
difference between a line contact and a surface contact since the only form of contact 
with the surface of a sphere is a point or a portion of the surface.
